in Tunisia—to make possible his counter- 
attack which retook Kharkov. In order to 
destroy the armed might of Hitler it is nec- 
essary to force him to divert and disperse 
his concentrated armies in the East and to 
bring to bear upon his forces the great un- 
used Anglo-American armies in coordina- 
tion with the blows of the Red Army. 
The only way this can be done is by the 
immediate opening of a major second land 
front in Europe, for which the present air- 
bombing must be considered an important 
preparation. Reliance upon air raids alone
